drinking a large draught of Poflec after every 
vomiting.

Take Black-cherry water, Milk-water, of 
each three ounces; Barley, Cinnamon-water, 
one ounce, Prepar'd Pearí a dram and an half, 
Sugar- -candy as much as Is fufficient ; add Da- 
mask-rofe-water half a dram. Mix them for a

The Cordial Fulep. 


Take Milk water, Black-cherry water, of 
eachthree ounces; Plague water, Syrup of 
(Rove Giillilowers, Syrup of the Juice of Ci- 

trons, of each half an ounce. Mix them, and 
make a Julep, which is to be taken frequently. 


The Decoiion for a Diet-drink. 


Take Roots of Sarfaparilla, fix ounces ; Saí- 
fatras and China, of each two ounces ; H Liquor- 
ifh, one ounce ; boil them in two Gallons of 
Spring water for the fpace of half an hour, 
atter which let them am in a clofe Veffel on 
hot afhes twelve hours ; then boil them again 
to the confumption of a third part of the 
water ;. and affoon as you take the liquor from 
the fire, infufe into it halt an ounce of Anife- 
feeds: after it hath ftood two hours more flraia 
it. and let it fland till it grow clear, then pour 
off the liquor into Gilafs-bottles well ftopp’d, 
and referve it forufe. This is to be ufed for 
ordinary drink and continued thirty days.

Take Conferve of Red Rofes, two ounces 3 
Syrup of Meconium and of Jujubes, of each on 
ounce ; Olibznum, Maftick and Amber, of each 
one dram ; expreísd Oil of Nutmegs, fix grains. 

Aix chem and make a Lohoch, wl hich is to be 
lick’d often. You may take twice every day a 
fpoonful of this Eclegma, pouring into it Bal- 
fam of Sulphurs anifated from eight to twelve 
diops. 


Purging Ale. 


Take Polypody of the Oak, one pound; 
ts of Monks Rh »eubarb, Sena Leaves, and 
fion'd Raifins, of each hal if a‘ pound 5 Rheu- 
barb flic'd and Horfe Radifh Roots, of each 
three ounces ; Leaves of un Scurvy-grafs 
aud Sage, of each four handfuls.; four Orenges 
flicd. Infufe them 1n five or fix gallons of Ale 
not hopped, while itis fermenting ; and when 
it is ripen S, ufe ir inftead of your ordinary 
drink for fourteen or one and twenty days,eípe- 
cial]y áriak c a draught of it every morning.

The bitter Purging Decoction. 


T ake of the bitter Deco€tion prepard with a 
yu quantity of Sena, four ounces; Syrup 

f Buckthorn, one ounce 5. E. lectuary of the 
ju tice of Rofes, two drams. Mix them fora 
Potion. 


Of the Dileafe called in Women, the Hyfterical; 
Men the Hypochondraical Paffion, 


When by any grievous accident the: Soul is 
troubled, ih animal Spirits run into diforderly 
motions; the Urine appears fometimes li oh 
and in great quantity 5 the fick perfons caft off 
all hope of recovery ; and portend the moft 
difmal things to themfelves. Whatfoever part 
of the body the Difeafe doth affe& ( and it af- 
fecteth many) immediately the fymptoms that 
are proper to chál part appear; in the Head, 
tne Apop! exy, W hich et 65 ina Pa My of one half 
of the body, comes pr efently after Child-bearing 5 
fometimesthey arefeized with Convulfions, that 
very much re efemble the Epilepfy, and are com- 
monly called the. Suffocation of the womb, in 
which i a and Entrails rife upwards to- 
wal xl the Throat: At oth er times they are mi- 
fera y tormented with rhe Hyfterical Clavus, in 
whicb there isa moft vel horecer pals nad head,

wh hich you may cover with your thumb, the 
fick perfon i in the mean time vomiting up green 
Matter like to that fort of Choler that has its 
mame from Leeks. The Paroxyím doth alío 
counterfeit the Palpitation of the Heart, the 
Cough, the Colic and Miac Paflions, the Ston e 
and Suppreflion of Urine: it is attended with 
prodigious vomitings, hare: fometimes with a 
Diarrhza y outwardly in the mufculous Elefh i 
eaufes fomezimes Piu, and fometimes {wel- 
lings. In the Legs it is like a Dropfie, nor 
(which is wonderful) doth it leave the Teeth 
untouch'd. The Back is often cruelly paind; 
nd almoft always the external parts are fo cold 
that 2 dead body is ^ more. The fick períons 
break our ridiculoufly into exceffive Laughter 
and Tears without any caufe; and are fome- 
imes troubled with fpitting to fucha degree, as 
were enough to make one believe that they had 
en anointed with Mercury. Hyfterical Pain: 
whatfoever part they affect, leave a Tendernefs 
behin id them that cannot endure to be touch’d 
35 if the Flefh had been beaten. 

Let Blood be taken away tothe quantity of 
sig ht ounces, 

“Apply the Plaifter of Galbanum to the Nas 
vel: And next morning let the fick perfon be- 
2in to ufe the following Pills. 

Take of the Pills call’d Cochiethe greater, 
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vo drams3;  Caflereum pendunt two poi :

is; of which take four every morning, or 
very fecond day, accordi ing to your ‘trength, a- . 
out four or five of the glock, fleeping alter | 
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Take Rue water four ounces, compound 
Briony water two ounces, Cafloreum tyed in a 
knot, and hung in the Glafs, half a dram ; Su- 
gar-candy a fufficient quantity. Of this take 
four or five fpoonfuls in every Fit. After the 
Pills take what follows. 

Take Fílings of Steel eight grains, and with 
a fufficient quantity of Extract of Wormwood, 
make three Pills ; which muft be taken early in 
the morning, and repeated at five in the after- 
noon, for thirty days, drinking after them a 
draught of Wormwood Wine. 

If the form of a Bolus be more grateful, 

Take Conferve of Roman Wormwood, and 
Conferve of the yellow part of Orenges, of 
each one ounce ; preferv'd Angelica, Nu!meg 
preferv'd, Treacle of Andromochas, of each half 
an ounce; compound Powder of Aron three 
drams, preferv'd Giinger two drams, with a 
fufficient quantity of the Syrup of the juice of 
Citrons, or(in want of that) Syrup of Orenges, 
make an Electuary. 

Take of this Ele&uary two drams, Filings of 
Steel eight grains, and witha fufficlent quantity 
of Syrup of Orenges make a Bolus, which is to 
be taken morningand evening, drinking after ic 
a draught of Wormwood Wine, or fix {poonfuls 
of the following Infufion. 

Take Roots of Angelica, Elicampane, and 
Mafterwort, of each one ounce; Leaves of com- 
mon Wormwood, leffer Centory, white Hore- 
hound and Germainder, of each one handful, : 
the Barks of two Orenges flicd; pour upon 
them fo much Spanifh Wine as will rife two 
inches above them, and ftrain it at the time of 
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To delica ate perfons the Steel may be given ia 
the form of a Powder, as follows. 

Take Filings of fine 
ounce, compound Powder of zr fix drams, 
Corlander feed prepar 'd, feeds of Aaiíe and 
fweet Fennel, of each half an ounce; the beft

Spirit of Harts-horn exhibited frequently to 
fixteen or eighteen drops, is of excelleat ufe. 

But if the Difeafe dorh not yield to thefe re- 
médies, then take the following Pills. 

Take Troches of Myrrh powderd, one {cru- 
ple, Balfom of Sulphur terebinthinated four 
drops; with a fufficlent quantity of Gum Am- 
moniac difolv'd make four Pills; which muft 
be taken morning and evening, drinkiag after 
them four or five fpoonfuls of che Hyfterical Ju- 
lep, with twelve drops of Spirit of Harts-horn, 

The Antifcorbutic Electaary, with the Wa- 
ter there defcribed, is good alfo ín this Difeafe, 
and likewife the corroborating Electuary, with 
the addition of Conferve of Garden Scurvy- 
Grafs, one ounce ; compound powder of Aron, 
fix drams, drinking after it the forementioned 
Water. 

But if all thefe Remedies prove ineffectual, 
you muft have recourfe to the waters that par- 
take of Iron; and if thefe alfo do no good, to 
thofe that are fulphureous, fuch as arethe Bath 
waters. 

Concerning the ufe of the Mineral waters 
thefe things are to beobferved. If any bad 
fymptom appear, which may be afcribed to the 
drinking of the water, in fucha cafe you muft 
abílain from them, tillthe fymptom difappear. 
Continue the ufe of them for fix weeks at leaft, 
orrather two months. Eat now and chen pre- 
ferv'd Ginger, or Caraway feeds confe&ed to 
warm the ftemach, You inay allo take three of 
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Cordials exhibiced during thefe laft days, are 
very ufeful$ as, 

Take Powder of Crabs claws compound four- 
teen grains, EleCtuary de Ovo half a fcruple with 
a fufhcient quantity of Syrup of Clove-gilliflow- 
ers make a Bolus, which may be taken every 
eight hours, drinking after it five or fix Ípoon- 
fuls of the following Julep. 

Take Milk water, Black-Cherry water, of 
each three ounces; Plague water. and Syrup of 
Clove-gilliflowers, of each one ounce : mix them 
and make a Julep, or fuch like. | 

If you diligently obferve this method, you 
will ufually about the fifteenth day percejve 
(both by the laudable breaking of the Lrine, 
and the manifeft remiffion of all the Symptoms) 
that it is time to exhibit the common purging 
Potion. 


Of the Peflilential Fever of the Years, 166 i, 66. 


After the fick perfon hath been let. blood in 
his Bed,let him be cover'd all over with Cloths, 
and his Forehead bound about with a piece of 
Woollen Cloth: and chen if he doth not vomit, 
let fome Medicine to procure Sweat be exhi- 
bited tohim ; as 

Take Treacle of Andromachus half a dram, 
E.lectuary de Ovo one Ícruple,Powder of Crabs- 
claws compound twelve grains, Cochine] cight 
grains, Saffron four grains, with a fufficient 
quaatity of the juice of Kermes make a Bolus, 
which muft be repeated every fixth hour,driak- 
ing after it fix fpoonfuls of the following Julep, 

Take Carduus Benediitus water , and com- 


pound 
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pound Scordium water, of each four ounces ; d 
fülld Treacle water, two ounces; Syrup of 
Clove-gilliflowers, onc ounce: mix them for a 
Julep. 

But if he be troubled with a vomiting, the 
Sudorific ought not to be given til] the weight 
of the Cloths alone make the Sweat begin to ap- 
pear, his Face being in the mean while cover d 
with part of the Sheets: 

‘The Sweat thus begun muft be promoted 
with repeated draughts of Sage Poffer, or Beer 
boil'd with a little Mace, and continued in this 
manner the fpace of a natural day,or 24 hours ; 

uring which time he may be allow'd fome 
dcomfortable Broths for his refrefhment. 

Aíter the breaking forth of a Swelling, I 
durft not open a Vein. Let the fick perfon keep 
his Bed four and twenty hours after the Sweat- 
ing is over, and diligently avoid all manner of 
Cold, faffering his Shirt to dry of it felf upon 
his body. Let him drink nothing but what is 
hot, aud ftill perfift in the ufe of Sage Poffet: 
Next morning let him take the common purging 
Potion. 

The Years 1667, 1668, producd the Small- 
Pox, anda Fever partaking of their nature; 

In the Years 1669, 79, 71; 7% A Dyfen- 
terical Fever reiga'd. 

And the Years 1673; 74, 75, Were infefted 
with a Comaton or Sleepy Fever. 

I do noc infi& upon the cure of thefe Fevers, 
becaufe Lamof opinion that they might have 
been cur'd by the method deferib’d 1n che a c- 
count ofthe Fever of the Years, 1685,Q'.

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Of Intermitting Fevers, 


They begin with Cold and Shivering,which 
ts immediately followed with Heat, and that 
with Sweating,after which the Fever difappears , 
though during the firft daysof the Difeafe, e{- 
pecially in Autumn, there fotnetimes happens a 
Remiffion, rather than a proper Intermiffion of 
the Fever. Both the cold and hot fit are for 
the moft part attended^with an inclination to 
vomit,vehement ficknefs,thirft and drinefsof the 
Tongue. The {welling of the Abdomen in Chil- 
dren, and of the Feet in Men, fignify the folu- 
tion of the Fever. The Paia in the Jaws, 
Hoarfenefs, Hollow Eyes, anda ghaftly Coun- 
tenance portend Death. 

lake of the Peruvian Bark finely powder'd, 
03€ ounce, and with a fufficient quantity of Sy- 
rup of Clove-gilliflowers, or of dry'd Rofes, 
make an Electuary, to be divided into twelve 
Dofes, of which one Is to be taken every four 
hours, drinking after ic a draught of any fort of 
Wine, beginning immediately after the Fit. 

Butif thefe Bolus's move the Belly, pour ten 
drops of liquid Laudanum into the draught of 
Wine after every fecond Dofe, as you dee ot- 
cafion. 

To prevent Relapfes (efpecially of Quartans) 
the foregoing procefs mult be thrice repeated ia 
the three following weeks. 

If che form of Pills be more grateful, 

Take the Peruvian Bark powder'd, one ounce : 
and with a fufficient quantity of Syrup of Clove- 
gillifowers make Pills of a moderate big* 
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( 14 
nefs; of which take fix every fourth hour. 
Take of the Peruvian. Bark powder'd, two: 
ounces, Rhenifh wine two pounds (or a quart). 
Let them ftand together in a cold Infüfron, and! 
ftcain chem through a Woollen Cloath. Dofe: 
three ounces every fourth hour. . 


Another method of curing Tertians. 


Take Virginian Snakeweed finely powder'd, 
fifteen grains, White-wine three ounces: Give 
it to the fick perfon two hours before the Fit, 
and covering him with cloaths let him íweat 
three or four hours: Repeat the fame Dofesthe

Children are chiefly infefted with it about the 
latter end of Summer.

The whole Skin is fpotted with lice 
red feci. that are thicker, broader, and of a 
redder colour than in che Mea les. T hey conti- 
hue two or three days, and then difappear, and 
the upmoft Skin falling off, that which is under 
it appe ars ftain’d with Meafly Scales.

Of tbe Eryfipelatous Fever, 


All the parts of the Body , eípecially the 
Face, are fwoln, red and full of pais. The 
Face and Head are overfpread with little, thick 
Pimples, which fometimes rife into Blifters, 
the Eyes are hid under the Sweiling ; Coldnefs, 
Shivering and other figns of a Fever do alfo ap- 
pear. There is another fpecies of this Difeafe, 
caus'd by the drinking of attenuating Liquors, 
in which there is a flight Fever, accompanied 
with Wheals, like the pufhes that are caufed by 
the pricking of Nettles, which fometimes rile up 
into Blifters, then immediately vanith, and 
Jurking under the skin, where they occafion a 
very troublefome itching, after fcratching they 
appear again. There is alfo another kind of 
4ruption , which ufually breaks out ín the 
Breaft ; and isa broad Ípot that hardly rifes 
above the skin, being fcurfy and full of yellow 
Scales The Perfon affeGed with itis well fo 
long as it continues , but after its difappearing 
there follows a flight ficknefs, and the Urine 
looks troubled and yellow. Itis cured with the 
fame Remedies that are prefcrib’d for a confir- 
med Itch.

Meat (as-ap- 
pears by the quicknefsof the Pulfe, and Red- 
nefs of the Cheeks; ) the Matter that is fpic 
forth with Coughing is bloody or purulent (that 
is, mixc with Quittor, ) being caít into the 
Eire, .it fendeth. forth a noifom Smell 5 and. i£ 
ic be put into a Veffel full of water, it finks to 
the bottom: Sweating .at Night, Bluenefs of 
the Cheeks, Palenefs of Face, and Sharpnefs of 
the Noftrils. And the finking of the Temples, 
erookednefs of the Nails, falling off of the 
Hair, and meiting Flux of the Belly , are the 
immediate Forerunners of Death. 


When the Cough is of ‘no Jong ftanding , nor 
is yet accompany'd with a Fever, or other Signs 
of a Baflard Peripneumonia, nor came after a 
Pleurify or Peripneumonia, for want of fufficient 
Blood letting, in fuch.a.
